MEASURING THE HEIGHT OF A 
TREE. 


THERE is a very simple way of measuring the height 
of a tree which can be practised by any oné on a sunny 
day or in bright moonlight. All the apparatus that is 
necessary is a straight stick, of any length, Draw a 
circle ‘with a radius (half the diameter) of: a little less 
.than the length of the. stick. This will be done by hold- 
ing one erid of the stick, say two inches from ite end, and 
moving the other end around, making the circle with a 
knife or a chip. Then place the stick in the ground 
exactly in the centre of the circle, eorteey upright, and 
press it down until the height of the stick is exactly the 
same as the radius of the circle. 

When the end of the shadow of the stick exactly 
touches the circle, then also the shadow of the tree will be 
exactly the same measurement in length as its height. 
ois doe in such a case, the sun will'be at an exact angle 
-.: Measurements of this character can : be ‘best effected: in 
the summer, when the sun is powerful, and has reached 
to a good height:in the heavens, and. when. the trees are 
clothed with living.green, so as to cast a dense shadow. 

To many to whom this idea may not have occurred it 
might be made- ann .@ matter of interest thus-on 
warm summer days to the height of prominent trees, 
and so to compare growth from yozr to year.

3th of August, 1847, falls on the same day as the 19th of 
August, 1862 ; and the 3rd, 10th, and 17th of August, 182, 
falling on Sunday, the 19th would be a Tuesday. 

The three years marked with ‘a star are leap years, and the 
calendar is correct only for the last ten months of the year. 
An allowance of one day must be made for dates falling in the 
jret two months. This can be done by shifting January and 
February one place higher up.

On the subject of American fights in the East, H. W. 8S. 
writes :— 


On July 16th, 1863, the American eloop-of- war, Wyoming, 
of 726 tons, armed with four 32-pounder broadside gune, and 
two 11-inch Dahlgren pivot guns, engaged for seventy minutea 
8 force of seven batteries mounting thirty heavy guns, and 
three men-of-war carrying eighteen guns, in all forty-eight 
gune. During this time the Wyoming, unassisted, destroyed 
one of the batteries, aunk two of the ships, and disabled the 
third, and emerged from the conflict with a loss of four men 
killed and seven wounded. The Wyoming had been sent for 
the protection of the American legation and residents in Japan 
during the agitation for the expulsion of all foreigners from 
Japanese soil, As soon as the Wyoming entered the Straits of 
Shimonoseki, which ate at the eastern end of the Straits of 
Sunda, she was fired on, and the engagement commenced from 
which she emerged victorious. This happened, as you will see 
from the dates, during the American Civil War, sv did nut 
receive the notice it deserved,

H. B. H. writes :— 

Referring to paragraph in reply to G. R., allow me to say 
that the collecting and burning of seaweed is an important 
industry on the west coast of Clare, Ireland. It is ® most 
interesting sight to sev men, women, and children nearly up 
to their waists in the sea on the beach, collecting the seaweed 
aa it.is borne on the waves, at certain seasons, This weed is 
of large growth, with long round stems, crowned with long 
broad leaves, and is carefuliy dried and burned in grave-hke 
structures. on the shore, day and night, and converted into 
kelp. which is 2 substauce, when seen at a distance, not 
unlike coal, and is gold to the agents of English and 
Sootch houses, who employ it to make iodine, aud use 
it for other purposes also, Kelp is sold at from tf to 
£6 per ton, according to quality. Seaweed is also carted in 
its wet state and spread over the land in winter and springtime, 
and by others dried and stacked, aud carted inland for miles, 
and sold in the market towns for manuring pototoes and 
turnips, The landlords, as a rule, exact a certain percentage 
of the profit realised by the kelp burners and others, The 
seaweed industry adds considerably to the health of the 
farmers and tishermen who live on or near the coast. 


Mr. J. R. Watts, of 4, The Parade, Enfield, has been 
experimenting in consequence of a statement in PW. 
on the subject of fish being killed by being frozen into 
a sulid block of ice. He says :— 

I have carp in my possession that have been frozen twice 
into a solid block ; the last time was during the recent severe 
frost, when they were frozen into a fuotbath placed out of 
doors for aout a week, 

Remembering your article, I broke tbe ice into pieces, 
extracted the fish, and put them iuto a pail of fresh water. 
when to my surprise three-fourths regained their usual vigour, 
aod can be seen at my place by snyone who doubts this 
statement,
